Power Crisis Apollo 14 Circles Moon 
in Northern 
Part of U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


acute shortage of electricity pla- 
guing parts of the Northern 
United States could be but a 
bleak portent of things to come, 
a Federal Power Commission 
official says. 


Since mid-January, 19 voltage 


cutbacks have been ordered in 
areas from Chicago to New 
England. "I've never seen cut- 
backs like we're seeing now," 
Commissioner John A. Carver 
Jr. said in an interview. "What- 
ever else it might mean at the 
present time, it means we're 
going to have to live with this 
for the foreseeable future unless 
the good Lord sees fit to change 
the weather, and I don't think 
that will happen." 


In the last three weeks, ac- 


cording to FPC data, voltage 
cutbacks of up to 5 per cent 
have been necessary eight times 
in the power pool serving New 
England, seven times in the 
New York State power pool, 
three times in the PJM pool 
serving Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, Delaware, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and the District of Colum- 
bia and once in Chicago and 
other areas of northern Illinois 
served by the Commonwealth 
Edison Co. 


The utility firms serve up- 


wards of 50 million people, but 
few felt any pinch beyond the 
inconvenience of voluntary com- 
pliance with pleas to use as lit- 
tle power as possible. There is 
no readily noticeable effect until 
power cutbacks reach 8 per cent 
as they did during last sum- 
mer's power crisis along the 
Eastern Seaboard. 


But, according lo Carver, the 


danger of- more serious voltage 
reductions 
will 
continue 


throughout the rest of the win- 
ter, in the hot months next sum- 
mer and could even become a 
traditional, semi-annual crisis 
over the next several years. 


"Frankly," he said, "I don't 


see any respite in our near fu- 
ture." The problem is that de- 
mand for electric power doubles 
every 10 years with per capita 
demand growing five times fast- 
er than the population—much 
faster than the utilities' capaci- 
ty to produce it. 


Until electric utilities turn the 


technological 
corner, 
Carver 


said, power shortages are near- 
ly inevitable. 


"Electricity, unlike coal or 


oil, 
can't be stored," Carver 


said.

the surface to further explore 
this new but ancient world.

Laird Defends 
Blackout on

South Vietnamese region near 
the Laotian border "was accom- 
plished without * single casual- 
ty attributed to enemy combat." 


Laird credited a nearly week- 


long news blackout for this, not- 
ing that the movements oc- 
curred in an area where Ameri- 
can troops had suffered casual- 
ties in the past. 


In a talk to a high school stu- 


dent group, Laird gave no de- 
tails on the big troop movement 
which finally was announced 
early today, but he took occa- 
sion to defend the controversial 
embargo imposed on reporters 
while the movement was in pro- 
gress. 


He did not indicate whether 


the operation would carry over 
into Laos. 


Laird said the embargo was 


"imposed by Gen. (Creighton) 
Abrams to protect American 
lives" and that it was removed 
when "it achieved its objec- 
tive."

— Two televised moon- 


walks will be beamed live and 
in color across a quarter-million 
miles of space Friday and Sat- 
urday. 


The three major networks- 


NBC, CBS, ABC—will relay the 
telecast into homes throughout 
the nation. The drama will be 
viewed around the world via 
communications satellite. 


The shows feature Apollo 14 


astronauts Alan B. Shepard Jr. 
and 
Edgar 
D. Mitchell, a 


spider-like lunar landing ma- 
chine named Antares and the 
Frau Mauro highlands of the 
moon. 


The TV specials, the first be- 


ginning at 8:45 a.m. EST Fri- 
day, will take viewers on a jour- 
ney across the rugged surface 
as the astronauts set out in 
search of scientific secrets. 


For identification 
purposes, 


Shepard's spacesuit will be 
adorned with red bands. And 
Mitchell promises a running 
commentary. 


"We plan to be very talka- 


tive," Mitchell said in a pre- 
flight interview. "We will try to 
describe the lunar geographical 
scene as we progress from one 
point to another." 


The flight plan calls for Shep- 


ard and Mitchell, the fifth and 
sixth Americans to walk the 
moon, to begin the first lunar 
excursion at 8:53 a.m. EST Fri- 
day.

ments and detonate 21 fire- 
cracker-size explosions on the 
lunar surface. 


Mitchell also will arm a mor- 


tar to launch grenades on a sig- 
nal from earth months after the 
astronauts leave the moon. 


Moving about the dusty sur- 


face in their bulky protective 
suits, the astronauts will follow 
the tradition of Apollo 11 and 12 
explorers and plant the Ameri- 
can flag. 


On their second outing, start- 


ing at 5:38 a.m. Saturday, Shep- 
ard and Mitchell guide their 
earthly audience on a geological 
trip through the craggy, cra- 
tered moon valley. 


They roam a total of 8,400 


feet, but never more than half a 
mile from the lunar module. 


The spacemen will visit a 


number of craters, making their 
way up a 400-foot high slope to 
the rim of one impact area 
which scientists believe may 
yield special treasures. 


"We hope that here we will 


find rocks that date back to the 
birth of the moon, perhaps 4.5 
billion years," Shepard said. 
"We hope they will tell scien- 
tists much about the origin of 
the moon, and perhaps our 
earth and universe." 


The astronauts will lug along. 


with them a moon buggy of 
sorts, kind of a cross between a 
golf cart and a rickshaw, which 
will carry tools, cameras, rock 
bags and scientific instruments. 


To guard against a camera 


mishap such as befell the Apollo 
12 crew, Shepard and MitcheU 
have a color camera with a spe- 
cial lens cover to prevent dam- 
age from the sun's powerful 
glare.

Nixon's request last year for 
permanent legislation to deal 
with emegency transportation 
strikes, is ready now to give the 
idea a hearing. 


Although public hearings on 


the proposal is an advance, 
there is no guarantee any meas- 
ure can be worked out. 


In past sessions, the commit- 


tees responsible for labor bills

forestall major walkouts. 


President Nixon submitted a 


bill last February to deal with 
threatened 
transportation 


strikes which could lead to na- 
tional emergencies, but no hear- 
ings were called in either the 
House or Senate. 


He resubmitted the proposal 


Thursday and said the narrowly 
averted, crippling railroad shut- 
down two months ago had em- 
phasized anew the urgent need 
for some permanent solution.

Harrison A. Williams, 


Jr., D-N.J., the new chairman 
of the Senate Labor Committee, 
said

would be held on the legislation, 
he could not commit himself to 
Nixon's bill or any other. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 


senior Republican on the panel, 
welcomed Williams' pledge and 
said he believed Congress would 
pass the first such law in a 
quarter century this year. 


The New Yorker said he 


would introduce his own bill to-

but said it would differ 


from the President's in three 
important respects.

ic evaluation of the capability 
of state legislatures conducted 
by the Citizens Conference on 
State Legislatures. 


The study ranked the legisla- 


tures on the basis of how well 
their operations reflect mini- 
mum standards of democracy 
and efficiency. Results of the 
study were announced Wednes- 
day. 


Larry Margolis of Kansas 


City, executive director of the 
organization, said the Arkansas 
legislators may not be to blamer 
for the mediocre showing. 
;. 


"If the citizens of a state tol- 


erate — even compel — the 
legislature to be mediocre, they 
should not then blame the leg- 
islature," he said. 


Among provisions the organi- 


zation classified as necessary 
were 
annual sessions, 
pro- 


visions for single-member dis- 
tricts, higher salaries and spe- 
cific rules of ethics. 


Other recommendations for 


improvement of the legislators 
included fewer committees, 
greater public access to infor- 
mation and voting records, 
more staff at professional and 
clerical levels and better facili- 
ties for the legislators and their 
staffs.

"We're opposed to the bills for

mand ship Kitty Hawk's engine 
on the backside of the moon at 2 
a.m. EST to zip into an initial 
orbit 67 to 195 miles high. 


Four hours later, they again 


fired the engine to shift into a 
path 11 to 68 miles above the 
surface, the closest approach 
yet by an Apollo command ship. 
The lunar module Antares still 
was hooked to its nose. 


On Apollos 11 and 12, the lu- 


nar ships were released at alti- 
tudes above 65 miles. Antares 
will be cast off late tonight at 
the 11-mile altitude in a maneu- 
ver intended to improve landing 
accuracy and to give the astro- 
nauts extra fuel to use in the 
search for a smooth touchdown 
site. 


Shepard and Mitchell said be- 


fore the flight they expected to 
experience the sensation of a 
roller coaster ride as they hur- 
tled downward in the low orbit, 
with the rugged features of the 
moon seemingly rushing up to 
meet them. 


The astronauts were exuber- 


ant after attaining the initial or- 
bit. 


As they passed over the Fra 


Mauro landing site, Mitchell 
said: "It sure looks rough down 
there. As interesting as this is 
from orbit, it just whets your 
appetite to get down there." 


"Fantastic! You're not going 


to believe this. It looks just like 
the map," said Roosa. 


As Apollo 14 swooped to the 


11-mile altitude on the front side 
of the moon, Mitchell reported 
the features were much sharper 
close up. 


The rocket burst that shot 


them into the first orbit oc- 
curred behind the dark side of 
the moon, out of radio contact. 
It was not until 20 minutes later 
when 
Apollo 
14 reappeared 


around the edge of the moon 
that orbit was confirmed. 


Shepard's voice broke the si- 


lence with a subdued. "We had 
an extremely fine burn." 


But then the commander, who 


has waited nearly 10 years for a 
crack at the moon since he be- 
came America's first space- 
man, could not contain himself, 
and burst out with, "This is 
really a wild place."

Lombard!, who died of cancer 


last Sept. 3, gained lasting ac- 
claim for leading the Green Bay 
Packers out of the National 
Football League depths and into 
a dominance during the last 
decade. His Green Bay clubs 
won five NFI, titles and the first 
two Super Bowl games. 


The onetime member of Ford- 


ham's Seven Blocks of Granite 
moved on to Washington as 
coach, general manager and 
part owner in 1969. He guided 
the Redskins to their first win- 
ning season in 14 years before 
he was stricken with cancer. 


Brown, elected to the Hall in 


his first year of eligibility, led 
NFL ball-carriers in eight of his 
nine seasons with the Cleveland 
Browns, establishing an all-time 
career record of 12,312 rushing 
yards. He was named all-league 
fullback seven times. 


Tittle, who played 17 pro sea- 


sons and ranks second only to 
Johnny Unitas on the all-time 
passing list, was the NFL's 
most valuable player in 1961 
and tied for the honor in 1963 
while quarterbacking the New 
York Giants. 


Van Brocklin, masterful quar- 


terback for Los Angeles and 
Philadelphia during his 12-year 
NFL career, paced the Eagles 
to the 1958 championship. He 
coached the Minnesota Vikings 
for six ,y ears ^and has been the 
Atlanta Falcons' skipper since 
1968. 


Robustelli, from little Arnold 


College, was a hard-rock defen- 
sive end for 14 NFL seasons 
with the Rams and Giants. The 
seven-time all-league selection 
shares the all-time career mark 
of 22 opponents' fumble recover- 
ies. 


Kinard earned all-NFL honors 


in his 1938 rookie year with the 
old Brooklyn Dodgers and, in 
six subsequent NFL seasons and 
two more in the All-America 
Conference, established himself 
as one of the most durable and 
talented of all pro tackles. 


Hewitt joined the Chicago 


Bears in 1932, and was a stand- 
out all-around end for the next 
decade. He played without a 
helmet until 1939, when the 


league ordered him to don one. 
He died in 1947 from injuries 
suffered in an automobile acci- 
dent.

Rhodes, Hodges Mitchell and 
Ervin Garnett—all sophomores 
—that they are going to Florida 
State where "there are regular 
social activities such as frater- 
nity activities and parties." 


Dibbles is a defensive tackle 


from Dallas who was being con- 
sidered for preseason All-Amer- 
ican honors by one national 
magazine. 


Rhodes, a running back from 


Mexia, Tex., was TCU's leading 
rusher in 1970. 


Mitchell, a defensive back 


from Dallas, led the SWC in 
punt returns. Garnett, of Wichi- 
ta Falls, Tex., started the first 
four games and was slowed with 
an injury. 


Three other black football 


players remain at TCU. 


Pittman said there were no 


complaints about "the present 
coaches or any of our rules." 


When Pittman came to TCU 


from Tulane after Fred'-Taylor 
was fired at the end of the sea- 
son, he instituted a dress code 
that discourages beards, mous- 
taches, and sideburns below the 
bottom of the ear. 


"If they had said they resent- 


ed not being able to have a 
moustache, I would have ac- 
cepted that more readily than 
the reason they gave," Pittman 
said. "A football team has to 
have unity unless you want to 
play grab bag."

Aspirin Acts on Many Ills 


But Treat It with Respect 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Have you ever taken as- 


pirin? Over 27 m i l l i o n 
pounds of aspirin are used 
each year in the U n i t e d 
States. That is enough to 
treat more than 17 billion 
headaches. 


In addition to headaches, 


aspirin is used to treat mus- 
cle pains, decrease fever, 
treat arthritis and for a host 
of other problems. Since any- 
one can buy it across the 
counter, patients often don't 
realize that it is a potent 
medicine. Aside from aller- 
gic reactions, in large doses 
it can and does sometimes 
cause coma and death. It 
should not be regarded as a 
s i m p l e household remedy 
but should be treated with 
respect and kept away from 
children. 


The important ingredient 


in aspirin is salicylate. In 
aspirin it is acetylsalycilic 
acid. Salicylate is also used 
as a salt called sodium sali- 
cylate. The sodium salt can- 
not be used in patients who 
do not tolerate salt, like pa- 
tients with heart failure. Orig- 
inally, salicylate was ob- 
tained from willow bark, 
which is w h e r e its name 
comes f r o m . Willow bark 
was used by the ancients to 
lower fever. Sodium salicy- 
late was used in the later 
19th century in the treatment 
of rheumatic fever and it is 
still used today for that pur- 
pose. Aspirin as we know it 
appeared in 1899. 


Aspirin will lower fever 


but will not affect the tem- 
perature of normal people. 
It accomplishes this by dilat- 
ing the blood vessels in the 
skin and causing the body to 
lose heat 


T w o aspirin tablets are 


about as effective in reliev- 
ing pain as the usual small 
dose of morphine or codeine 
taken by mouth. Aspirin is 
particularly good in reliev- 
ing muscle pains, general- 
i/i-d aches and 
headaches 


but not so good at relieving 
pain from internal organs, 
like kidney or gall bladder 
pain. It is a good thing to 
take before going to the den- 
tist as it will significantly 
decrease the pain you might 
feel. 


Salicylates can irritate the 


stomach. In the acid juice, 
small crystals form on the 
stomach lining and cause ir- 
ritation 
and even 
hemor- 


rhage. You should take as- 
pirin after eating, not on an 
empty stomach. It is a good 
idea to take aspirin with an 
alkalizer (not sodium bicar- 
bonate, however, since that 
gets rid of the salicylate 
from the body). A glass of 
milk will sometimes do the 
trick. The p e r s o n taking 
large amounts of aspirin reg- 
ularly should be under a doc- 
tor's care and he will be able 
to prescribe a good alkalizer 
for this. 


Aspirin will start having 


effects within 30 minutes and 
about half of it will last 24 
hours. It does not cure colds 
but merely 
reduces 
fever 


and discomfort—which, after 
all, is a lot. 


The usual dose for an adult 


is one to three tablets (0.3 
gram tablets) every three to 
Four hours. Larger doses are 
used to control inflamma- 
tions, 
like 
in rheumatoid 


arthritis. 


If a person needs to take 


lots of aspirin he can save 
money by buying aspirin in 
1,000-tablet bottles. Some of 
the less advertised cheaper 
brands are just as good as 
those with 
well-advertised 


names. Your doctor can help 
you select the right medi- 
cine

NEW YORK (AP) - "I don't 


think any guy who scores goals 
ever gets tired of scoring 
them." 


The speaker was Bobby Hull, 


an expert on the subject. Hull's 
30th goal of the season and the 
540th of his National Hockey 
League career helped the Chica- 
go Black Hawks defeat New 
York 4-2 Wednesday night. 


The 
victory 
boosted 
the 


Hawks a fat 19 points ahead of 
St. Louis in the NHL's West Di- 
vision. The Blues bowed to To- 
ronto 6-2 Wednesday. And New 
York's loss tumbled the reeling 
Rangers eight points behind 
Boston in the East as the Bruins 
thumped Los Angeles 7-3. 


In other NHL action, Pitts- 


burgh ripped California 6-1 and 
Detroit rallied for a 4-4 tie 
against Minnesota. 


Hull's goal left Bobby just 


four short of Maurice Richard's 
career total of 544— second best 
on the alltime NHL list behind 
Gordie Howe. And as he closes 
in on the Rocket, Hull grows ex- 
cited. 


"What a thrill that is," he 


said. "Richard was a super 
player. Scoring as many goals 
as he did will be a tremendous 
thrill for me. But it hasn't hap- 
pened yet."

The Balanced 
Budget Concept 
Is Dumped

NEW YORK (AP) - It was 


thought in many circles two or 
three years ago that Richard 
Nixon was an acolyte of ortho- 
doxy and that his administra- 
tion would be a reflection of 
conventional thinking. 


Instead, the President has dis- 


posed of some of the most time- 
honored Republican economic 
themes as easily and swiftly as 
if he were simply cleaning off 
his desk. 


The balanced budget concept 


has been dumped. So has the no- 
tion that the executive branch 
shouldn't 
influence monetary 


policy. Likewise the attachment 
to high interest rates and the 
belief that government shouldn't 
interfere in the market place. 


The President now has em- 


braced rather than apologized 
for a budget deficit. He has 
openly suggested to the Federal 
Reserve what monetary policy 
should be. He is vigorously pur- 
suing low interest rates and he 
has spoken out against some in- 
dustrial pric<j increases. 


And you won't find one in 10 


economists who holds to the be- 
lief that there ever will be a full 
return to older policies. 


In working out his approach 


to economic goals, the President 
has wrenched from the Demo- 
crats a raft of ideas that once 
were believed too far to his left. 
And in doing so, he has denied 
the Democrats their most potent 
criticisms. 


Remarkably, 
the 
swiftness 


and confidence with which he 
has disposed of old concepts and 
embraced the new apparently 
has shielded him from the criti- 
cism of more conservative Re- 
publicans. 


If such policies had been of- 


fered as propositions, it seems 
likely that the arguments would 
outlast his administration and 
that they could promote long- 
term divisiveness as well. 


What 
brought 
about 
the 


changes? 
Unquestionably, 


events during the past two 
years have produced 
great 


doubts in the President's mind 


about the effectiveness of con- 
ventional economic practices. 


Fiscal and monetary policy, it 


was felt, could steer the vast, 
nearly trillion-dollar economy, 
and the administration placed 
its full confidence on spending 
restraints and a tighter money 
policy in seeking equilibrium. 


The results were a bit disap- 


pointing. The efforts did slow 
economic expansion, which was 
felt to be a requirement for con- 
trolling inflation. However, in- 
flation 
continued, 
although 


somewhat abated, and unem- 
ployment rose more than fore- 
seen. 


In the past, inflation and un- 


employment were thought to be 
tradeable. That is, a rising level 
of jobless was thought not just 
to be a corollary of receding in- 
flation but a cause of it. 


Many economists no longer 


are certain this is so. A feeling 
exists that somehow an infla- 
tionary bias has been built into 
the economy. 


Where did it come from? The 


most widely accepted answer is 
that it can be traced to the Em- 
ployment Act of 1946, which 
commits the government, legal- 
ly arid morally, to a full utiliza- 
tion of its energies. 
Bill Repeals

24 Persons 
Killed in 
Plant Blast 
BRUNSWICK, Ga. (AP) - A 


worker injured in an explosion 
at a munitions-making plant 
that killed 24 persons says she 
saw fire before the blast. 


Lillie Mae Rainey, 18, one of 


the 34 hospitalized with injuries, 
said, "There was all this fire 
and a loud blast, and everything 
started 
falling—boulders, 
the 


roof and everything around us." 


Her statement provided a clue 


for representatives of the Thiok- 
ol Chemical Corp., Army and 
FBI who probed the ruins of the 
Thiokol complex in the Georgia 
marshlands seeking the cause of 
the Wednesday blast. 


Miss Rainey, speaking from 


her bed at a Jacksonville, Fla., 
hospital, said she was on a 
porch of the reinforced concrete 
building 
where 
magnesium 


flares were being made when 
she saw the fire start at a steel 
house trailer used as part of the 
assembly line. 


The explosion turned the trail- 


er into shrapnel, flattened all 
but one wall of the concrete 
structure and twisted metal 
panels of an adjoining ware- 
house into weird patterns. 


Pieces of debris punctured an 


above-ground steam heat line so 
many times it resembled 
a 


sieve. Surrounding pine woods 
were set afire and the blaze 
burned fiercely more than an 
hour before being brought under 
control. 


Miss Rainey, with shoulder 


and body injuries, was listed in 
fair 
condition. Seven 
others 


among the injured were critical. 


J. B. Galloway, Thiokol divi- 


sion manager in charge of the 
plant 45 miles southwest of 
here, which employs more than 
500 and manufactures various 
munitions for the U.S. govern- 
ment said: 


"The chemicals in that build- 


ing were classified as burning 
material, not detonating mate- 
rial. There were no high explo- 
sive involved in making the trip 
flares and illuminating devices 
in that area. 


"Rut there definitely was a 


big explosion." 


Within minutes, trucks, cars

and rescue vehicles began mov- 
ing the injured toward hospitals 
in St. Marys, Brunswick and 
Jacksonville. 


"As they came by the first aid 


building, I started jumping in 
and out of trucks and cars and, 
later, ambulances, giving the in- 
jured shots," said the plant 
nurse, who asked not to be iden- 
tified by name. 


"I emptied two bottles of De- 


merol—that's 100 doses—and I 
didn't give anyone more than 
one shot," she said. "That's the 
only way I could tell how many 
came by." 


A makeshift morgue was set 


up in the lunchroom of the wom- 
an employes' locker building. 
The tables were moved out in a 
drizzling rain, and 16 bodies in 
blood-soaked wrappings were 
laid side by side in the lunch- 
room. 


Relatives filed by and identi- 


fied most of them. 


The Thickol Chemical plant at 


Woodbine was built in 1964. It is 
made up of a series of complex- 
es similar to the four-building 
unit virtually destroyed in the 
explosion. 


Tom Buffington, finance and 


administration 
director 
said 


that in addition to military mu- 
nitions the plant manufactures 
insecticide for commercial use.

The 
government said it will take 
over Rolls assets essential for 
national defense and interna- 
tional cooperation. 


The company blamed soaring 


costs in the development of an 
engine for America's Lockheed 
Tristar jetliner. 


Despite 
the 
announcement 


that it intended to continue 
Rolls' international ties, the 
government left in doubt the fu- 
ture of the Tristar project. 


"The government has no lia- 


bility in respect of the contract 
between Rolls-Royce and Lock- 
heed," Aviation Supply Minister 
Frederick Corfield told Parlia- 
ment. 


Accountant E. Ruper Nichol- 


son was named the receiver. 
"My objective will be to pre- 
serve as much as I can," he told 
newsmen. 


Nicholson now takes over con- 


trol of the company and decides 
its future. As a last resort, he 
could declare it bankrupt and 
liquidate its assets, but it was 
considered most unlikely that 
the government would allow this 
to happen. 


The government was expected 


to make a statement in Parlia- 
ment later today on the compa- 
ny's crisis. 


Rolls is heavily involved in a 


number of important projects in 
Britain's defense program and 
is building the engines for the 
Concorde, 
the British-French 


supersonic airliner. 


A statement by the company's 


board said the loss of resources 
committed 
to developing en- 


gines for the American Lock- 
heed Tristar jetliner "are on 
such a scale that they are likely 
to exceed the net tangible assets 
of the company." 


It added that under the cir- 


cumstances it cannot go on with 
the Tristar engine development, 
thus incurring heavy termina- 
tion costs. 


Trading 
in the 
company's 


stock was halted on the London 
Stock Exchange today at the 
company's request. 


Rolls said "whatever arrange- 


ments are to be made" there 
will 
be 
substantial 
layoffs 


among its 90,000-man force. 


The company is the Western 


world's third largest manufac- 
turer of aircraft engines, after 
America's Pratt and Whitney 
and General Electric. 


Prime 
Minister 
Edward 


Heath's Cabinet held an emer- 
gency meeting Wednesday night 
to discuss the finances of the 
firm, which is a symbol of Brit- 
ish engineering skill. 


The company's crisis is the 


result of its agreement to devel- 
op and deliver 600 RB211 en- 
gines for the Lockheed Tristar 
at a fixed price. Costs soared 
and Rolls announced expected 
losses on the deal of $115.4 mil- 
lion. 


Rolls Royce, in addition to 


building one of the world's best 
automobiles, supplies engines 
for 
110 airlines and 32 air 


forces, nuclear submarine reac- 
tor plants, rocket engines, diesel 
engines for road, rail and water 
transport in 100 countries, and 
gasoline engines. 


Aeroengines account for al- 


most 80 per cent of its business.

"All he had to do in the 
whole world was see what we 
wanted and needed. He really 
cared for us." 


Miss Fromme, thin and freck- 


le-faced, vividly described the 
Manson family travels in an old 
schoolbus, picking up runaway 
teen-agers along the way. 


"We were riding on the 


wind," she said. 


Miss Fromme, who camped 


outside the Hall of Justice dur- 
ing much of the seven-month-old 
trial, was brought to court from 
jail to be a defense witness. She 
was arrested in December and 
charged with conspiring to mur- 
der a former family member 
who, authorities said, was given 
an LSD-spiked hamburger to 
prevent 
her 
from 
testifying 


against Manson. The girl recov- 
ered and testified. 


Miss Fromme's testimony at 


the trial's penalty phase was 
part of the defense effort to per- 
suade jurors to decree Me im- 
prisonment instead of execution 
for Manson and three women 
followers convicted last week of 
murder-conspiracy in the seven 
1969 killings. 


Miss Fromme, daughter of an 


aeronautical engineer, said she 
grew up in a "typical middle- 
class home" near Los Angeles, 
quarreled with her family and 
was "kicked out" at 18. She said 
Manson found her near the 
beach in 1967. 


She said he asked her to join 


him, and, "no one had ever 
treated me like that before, not 
pushed me around, so I just 
picked up all my things and 
went." 


Another girl joined them in an

Francisco's Haight Ashbury hip- 
pie district.

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Bill Abolishes 
Pardons and 
Paroles Board 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 
,ill to abolish the state Board 


Pardons and Paroles and to 


reate a new board of three 
full-time members was intro- 
fduced Wednesday in the Arkan- 
sas Senate by Sen. John F. 
IBearden Jr. of Leachville. 


The new board would be in- 


dependent of any other state 
agency. 


Bearden said the bill was 


drafted by Oscar Fendler of 
Blytheville, an attorney and 
former member of the parole 
board. 


The bill would require that 


board members be lawyers, cit- 
izens of the state and have 
backgrounds or training in pen- 
ology. A staff of three also 
would be created to assist the 
board in developing adequate in- 
formation on which to base a 
decision on whether to parole a 
convict. 


Sen. 
Jim Fowler of Little 


Rock introduced a bill to bring 
registered nurses, licensed prac- 
tical nurses and licensed psy- 
chiatric technicians under a 
single board and to make sev- 
eral other minor changes in 
state nursing laws. 


Sens. George Locke of Ham- 


burg and Oscar Alagood of Lit- 
tle Rock introduced a bill to 
create a seven-member Arkan- 
sas Racing Commission and 
abolish the present five-member 
board. 


Locke said the proposal had 


the support of the Arkansas 
Thoroughbred Breeders Associ- 
ation. The bill would provide 
that at least three members of 
the new commission would be 
thoroughbred horse breeders or 
owners. 


The bill also would require a 


urinalysis test on the winner of 
every race at any thoroughbred 
race track in the state. 


Sen. Guy H. "Mutt" Jones of 


Conway introduced a bill to au- 
thorize the governor to make 
any executive department reor- 
ganization of agencies affected 
by the administration's reorgan- 
ization bill if such individual 
reorganizations are necessary 
to continue receipt of federal 
funds. 


The bill is Jones' effort to 


make sure $ov.<Date Bumpers 
has reorganization authority or- 
iginally granted to him in the 
reorganization bill. Some legis- 
lators feared an amendment 
Jones attached to that bill had 
negated the governor's author- 
ity 
to reorganize 
individual 


units within a department. 


Sen. Morrell Gathright of Pine 


Bluff introduced a concurrent 
resolution to put the legislature 
on record as opposed to Pesi- 
dent Nixon's revenue-sharing 
plan. 


Sen. Gene Rainwater of Fort 


Smith introduced a joint reso- 
lution for a constitutional 
amendment to permit the Gen- 
eral Assembly to establish the 
salaries of all elective state and 
county officers. 


Gathright also introduced a 


bill to amend the state Consti- 
tution to provide that voters 
may at their option indicate on 
their affidavit of registration 
any political party affiliation 
they have. The measure also 
would require party affiliation 
registration by any person be- 
fore that person could hold any 
political office or serve as a poll 
official. 


Jones and Rep. L. L. "Doc" 


Bryan of Russellville introduced 
in the legislature Wednesday 
bills to raise the gasoline tax 
to provide money for cities and 
counties. 


Jones said the increase of 


one cent per gallon on gasoline 
and special motor fuels would 
yield $10 million annually in 
new revenue. 


Constitutional and fiscal agen- 


cies, as required by the Consti- 
tution, would get $300,000 of that 
sum, but the remaining $9.7 mil- 
lion would go to the County Aid 
Fund or the Municipal Aid Fund. 


Under Jones' bill, half of the 


money would go to each fund. 
Bryan's bill would distribute 
the money to each fund in pro- 
portion to the amount of urban 
and rural population in the 
state. 


Rep. Charles A. Conditt of 


Helena introduced a bill in the 
House to create an assigned 
risk pool for writing fire and 
extended coverage insurance for 
the state's public and private 
schools. 


Insurers would be required to 


be members of an Arkansas 
School Property Insurance Un- 
derwriting Association. Mem- 
bers would write part of the 
school insurance.

Pollution 
Bonds Issue 
Offered 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) -Four 


senators introduced Wednesday 
a bill to provide for the issu- 
ance of revenue bonds by the 
Arkansas • Pollution ^Control 
Commission to provide grants 
to cities to help finance water 
pollution control projects. 


The senators were Clarence 


Bell of Parkin, Q. Byrum Hurst 
of Hot Springs, W. K. Ingram 
of West Memphis and Morriss 
Henry of Fayetteville. 


The legislation 
is needed 


since federal law requires some 
system of state antipollution 
aid before cities are eligible for 
federal antipollution grants, the 
senators said. 


Under the proposal, Senate 


Bill 229, the state's political 
subdivisions could apply for a 
state grant while applying for a 
federal grant under the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act. 
The city or county making the 
application would have to com- 
ply with all federal require- 
ments and be approved for the 
federal grant before they would 
be eligible for a state grant. 


The state grant would amount 


to 25 per cent of the total esti- 
mated cost of the project pro- 
posed 
by 
the 
political 


subdivision. 


Before a grant could be is- 


sued, the city or county would 
be required to establish fees at 
the local level to adequately fi- 
nance the bonds, with the fees 
required by the bill to remain 
in effect until the grant had 
been repaid to the state. 


A ceiling of 8 per cent is es- 


tablished in the bill on the in- 
terest the commission 
could 


pay on bonds it would issue. 


The bill says that the bonds 


would be acceptable 
invest- 


ments on the part of any city's 
Firemen's Relief and Pension 
Fund and Policemen's Pension 
and Relief Fund and any re- 
tirement system created by the 
legislature.
